Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument relies on the proposed 
amendment which has not been entered. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the first slit having a connector 
for connecting parts of the first slit and separating the parts in a width-wise direction of the flexible substrate were not recited in the 
claims earlier.
